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PREFACE 


By  authority  cf  a Presidential  letter  the  Historical  Records  Survey  was 
created  in  1936  as  a part  of  Federal  Project  Ho.  1 of  the  Works  Progress  Ad- 
ministration, now  the  Work  Projects  Administration.  Organized  on  a nation- 
?dde  "basis,  the  Survey  was  developed  under  the  g'lidance  of  Dr,  Luther  H, 

Dvans  until  March  15,  1940,  when  he  was  succeeded  as  Hational  Director  "by 
Sargent  B,  Child.  On  September  1,  1939,  with  the  discontinuance  of  Federal 
Project  Ho,  1,  the  Illinois  unit  of  the  Survey  became  the  Illinois  Historical 
Records  Survey  Project,  sponsorship  of  which  v’as  assumed  by  the  Illinois 
State  Library.  On  January  16,  1940,  the  University  of  Illinois  assumed 
this  sponsorship. 

This  preliminary  edition  of  The  Guide  to  Depositories  of  Manuscript 
Collections  in  Illinois  is  the  second  volume  to  be  issued  by  the  Majiuscripts 
Division  of  the  Illinois  Historical  Records  Survey  Project.  In  presenting 
this  volume,  the  Manuscripts  Division  takes  another  step  toward  the  realiza- • 
tion  of  its  diversified  purpose,  as  suggested  December  1936,  to  Dr,  Luther 
H.  Evans,  former  Hational  Director,  by  the  Committee  on  Historical  Source 
Materials  of  the  American  Historical  Association,  and  later  formulated  in 
manuals  of  instructions.  To  fulfil  this  purpose  a definitive  edition  of  the 
present  volrime  will  be  brought  out,  along  with  a number  of  guides  to  manu- 
script collections  and  of  calendars  sufficient  to  indicate  the  nature  and 
v/hercabouts  of  all  source  material  of  historical  moment  in  Illinois,  The 
present  volume,  in  its  eventual  definitive  edition,  will  be  a part  of  The 
Guide  to  Depositories  of  Manuscript  Collections  in  the  United  States , which 
will  comprise  fifty  volumes,  one  for  each  state,  and  for  the  District  of 
Columbia,  and  an  index. 
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The  present  volume  is  preliminary.  There  are  several  reasons  for  pub- 
lishing such  a volume.  It  is  believed  that  interest  in  manuscripts  will 
thereby  be  stimulated  in  hitherto  unsurveyed  depositories.  It  is  also  hoped 
that  the  librarians  and  custodians  of  the  holdings  herein  described  v/ill, 
through  comment  and  criticism,  continue  their  co-operation.  Furthermore  it 
is  hoped  that  the  publication  of  this  information  will,  in  accordance  with 
the  survey  program,  be  a means  of  inciting  a graver  concern  for  the  proper 
preservation  of  manuscript  material.  And,  finally,  of  course,  the  publica- 
tion of  any  index  to  source  material  is  a happy  event  for  scholars  and  re- 
searchers. 

The  "See”  references  do  not  cover  all  sources.  These  references  have 
been  supplied  by  custodians,  field  workers,  and  the  editor,  only  when  in- 
formation was  readily  available.  The  word  "HOIDIilGS"  refers  to  manuscripts 
alone. 

The  able  assistance  and  encouragement  of  librarians  and  custodians  have 
contributed  immeasurably  to  the  success  of  the  manuscript  program  in  Illinois. 
Each  entry  has  been  drawn  from  a questionnaire  either  compiled  or  approved  by 
them. 

This  volume  was  prepared  by  the  Manuscripts  Division  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  Al  Cohen  in  accordance  with  detailed  instructions  and  v/ith  the  assist- 
ance of  Margaret  Sherburne  Eliot,  Assistant  Archivist  in  charge  of  manuscript 
inventories  in  the  Washington  office  of  the  Survey, 

Suggestions  for  increasing  the  usefulness  of  this  publication,  additional 
information  on  the  location  of  manuscripts,  and  revisions  for  inclusion  in  the 
definitive  edition,  will  be  gratefully  received. 

The  Calendar  of  the  Robert  Weidensall  Correspondence,  1861-1865,  the  first 


volume  of  the  manuscript  series,  was  published  in  February  of  this  year.  The 
next  calendar  to  be  published  in  Illinois  will  be  that  of  the  Ezekiel  Cooper 
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Collection,  consisting  of  early  American  i'^etl' odist  material,  which  is  deposited 
in  G-arrett  Bihlical  Institute,  Evanston,  Illinois.  In  prepa.ration  aro  the  cal- 
endar of  the  Illinois  G-overnor's  Correspondence,  1809-1853,  loco.tc-d  in  the 
Archives  Division  of  the  Illinois  State  Lihrary;  ,a  guide  to  manuscript  collec- 
tions in  the  Illinois  State  Eistorical  Lilrary;  and  a calendar  cf  the  Alvaro 
Dickenson  Field  Papers  in  G-arrett  Bihlical  Institate.

Tbie  society,  founded  in  1892,  maintains  a museum  and  library 
of  historical  material  relative  to  McLean  County  and  Illinois.  Acces- 
sions are  made  by  outright  gift  only.  The  manuscripts  are  preserved 
in  a three-story,  fireproof,  stone,  concrete,  steel  building,  con- 
structed in  1922.  Outside  dimensions  are  80  feet  by  100  feet.  The 
building  is  used  for  offices  and  club  rooms  of  the  American  Legion 
and  the  Veterans  of  the  Spanish-Acnerican  War.  Adepiiate  space  is  pro- 
vided for  manuscripts.

Established  in  1877  by  the  Women’s  Club  and  Library  Association, 
the  library  was  presented  to  the  city  in  1882  and  then  became  a free  pub- 
lic library.  It  was  housed  in  two  rooms  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Old 
City  National  Baric  Building  tuitil  July  19,  1884,  when  Anna  E.  Safford, 
having  supplied  the  f\inds  for  a new  structure,  dedicated  the  A.  B. 

Safford  Memorial  Library  Building  to  the  memory  of  her  husband.  Manu- 
scripts are  sought  which  relate  to  Cairo  and  surrounding  territory.  Un- 
conditional donations  are  welcomed;  ordinarily,  no  manuscripts  are  pur- 
chased. The  two-story  building,  constructed  in  1884  of  brick  and  terra 
cotta,  with  outside  dimensions  of  72  feet  by  44  feet,  is  also  occupied 
by  the  Women’s  Club,  and  t]ie  Library  Hall  is  used  for  public  meetings. 
Adequate  space  is  provided  for  manuscripts.

The  Chicago  Academy  of  Design  was  org^mized  in  1866  and  con- 
tinued its  activities  until  the  institution's  building  was  destroyed 
by  fire  in  1871.  In  1879  a nev.lv-orgouized  committee  of  prominent 
citizens  purchased  the  bankrupt  Academy  of  Design  School  and  incor- 
porated the  new  institution  with  a viev;  to  establishing  an  art  musciurn 
emhracing  a school  of  sxt,  which  should  become  an  active  influential 
force  in  Chicago's  cultural  development.  Tne  change  in  name  was  ef- 
fected in  1,883.  There  is  no  fixnd  for  purche.sing  manuscripts;  "holdings 
have  been  acquired  by  gift.  Conditional  gifts  one  not  accepted.  The 
medieval  manuscripts  are  kept  in  and  cxiiibited  by  the  Department  of 
Prints  and  Drawings.  The  building,  a three-story,  fireproof  struc- 
ture of  steel,  concrete  and  stone,  was  erected  in  1892.  It  has  ex- 
terior dimensions  of  320  frut  by  192  feet  by  80  foot.  Besides  the 
library  rooms,  there  are  e:<hibition  rooms,  art  and  dramatic  school 
rooms,  and  lecture  rooms.

The  society  v;as  founded  in  1856  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  and 
preserving  the  materials  of  history,  and  of  disseminating  historical  in- 
formation. The  Gilpin  Library  v/as  aided  by  a substantial  bequest  in  1860 
from  Henry  D.  Gilpin  of  Philadelphia,  Attorney  General  under  President 
Van  Buren.  The  Manuscripts  Division  emphasizes  local  material,  with  much 
interesting  matter  concerning  the  region  vfhich  was  once  the  Northwest 
Territory.  A.11  gifts  rcla.ting  to  its  specified  fields  are  accepted. 

Very  fev;  manuscripts  are  purchased;  none  is  sold  or  exchanged;  condition- 
al deposits  arc  discouraged.  Erected  in  1932,  the  building  is  a thrcc- 
story,  steel,  concrete,  facc-brick  structure,  vdth  outside  dimensions  of 
350  feet  by  125  feet.  Besides  the  library  on  the  third  floor,  it  also 
houses  executive  offices,  museum  rooms,  rea.ding  room,  auditorium,  and 
tv/o  stack-rooms.  Space  provided  for  manuscripts  is  inadequate.

As  a special  project,  the  librarian  collects  material 
bearing  on  Congregational  history;  the  library  is  regarded  as  custodian, 
rather  than  ovmer,  of  material  deposited  by  Congregational  churches  and 
affiliates  threoghout  the  ccantry.  Outright  gifts  are  preferred,  but 
conditione.1  deposits  are  accepted;  manuscripts  c.re  not  purchased  ijnless 
considered  necessary  for  academic  studies.

of  the  Y.M.C.A.  during  the  Civil  War  and  subsequently,  as  a missionary 
teacher  in  Washington,  D.  C.;  100  volumes  of  records,  minute  books  of 
churches,  societies,  sectional  and  state  Congregational  associations, 
and  the  Congregational  Ministers'  Union.

Chicago  and  represents  the  original  Meadville  School  and  the  Ryder 
Divinity  School,  formerly  a part  of  Chicago  University  and  Lombard 
College,  for  many  years  located  at  Galesburg,  Illinois.  The  purpose 
of  Meadvill^  as  defined  by  its  charter,  is  "to  give  instruction  in 
religion,  theology,  ethics,  and  preparation  for  tho  Cliristian  ministry."

The  building, 
constructed  in  1893  as  the  Fine  Arts  Building  of  the  Columbian  Ex- 
position, and  rebuilt  in  1932,  is  four  stories  high,  with  approximate 
exterior  dimensions  of  1,120  foot  by  500  foot.  Besides  the  exhibition 
galleries,  the  building  contains  an  a.uditorium,  lecture  hall,  and  exhi- 
bition hall.

Dur- 
ing the  first  six  years  the  library  T^as  housed  in  various  temporary 
quarters,  but  in  November,  1893,  was  removed  to  the  present  building 
erected  on  the  site  of  the  historic  Mahlon  Ogden  house.  Shortly  after 
the  founding,  specialization  was  limited  to  the  humanities.

Founded  in  1909,  the  Illinois  Historical  Survey  is  a branch 
of  the  Graduate  School  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  Manuscripts  are 
acquired  which  pertain  to  Illinois  and  vicinity.  The  Survey  makes  pur- 
chases, accepts  gifts  and  conditional  deposits.  Lincoln  Ha.ll,  which 
houses  the  Survey,  was  built  in  1928-29,  and  was  opened  for  classes  in 
the  latter  year.  The  four-story  building  is  completely  fireproof, 
built  of  red  brick,  cement,  with  outside  dimensions  of  approximately 
300  feet  by  300  feet.  The  building  in  general  contains  a theatre, 
classrooms,  and  offices  in  addition  to  the  Museum  of  Classica,!  and 
Modem  European  Culture.
